ST. Louis, January 6.—The convent of the 


Shters of Notre Dame, at Belleville, Illinois, 
burned at 11 o'clock last night 
There were 


about sixty pupils In the school, ranging from 
ten years to full grown. The fire Is said to 
have started In the rear ot the third etory, 
which Is.used as » dormitorj. An attempt 
was made by the slste.rs.to extinguish it, but 
this falling, efforts were made to remove thi) 
pupilT. The flames spread so rapidly, bow 
ever, that no order could be preserved, and a 
panic seized both the children and the sisters, 
and there was a wild, confused rush to es 
cape 
Forty or more pupils are known to 


havo got out or were taken from the building 
and given shelter In the neighboring housed 
but several, In their fright, jumped from the 
windows and were either killed or badly In- 
jured. Miss Mary Campbell, a teacher of 
F»st St. Louls.leaped from the third story and 
died in a few mluntes. One other, whose 
name K as not ascertained, climbed to the roof 
and either fell or was blown off and fatally 
Injured. Among the otherg-wtio were Injured 
by jumping ore- Daisy Eberman, residence 
four miles from Belleville; Agnes Schneider 
and Lou Molt, of Bast 3f,_ LonlHJ«Jaiin> 
Renker, of Washington. Missouri; Sister Re- 
part*, Sister Stellta, Sister Manussa and fif- 
teen to twenty smaller pupils;, also Sister 
Mary Jerome, tlie lady superior, who waa 
missing at«lalejiour last night, and It was 
feared that some of them perished In the 
building.

Searching parties were actively at work all 


day to-day, and the scene is one of the wildest 
exclt«m<«it and terror. The streets In tho 
vicinity ot the ruins were thronged with peo- 
ple, all anxlops to bo of service, buf owing to 
the rapid spreadof the llarnes they were help- 
less to render aid, while the terrorjitrlcken 
parents rnshod frantically around, searching 
for their missing children, and waUIng over 
their supposed loss. The uredepartment was 
of little ayail against the mad rush of the 
su.flng flames, ana m a" hour the ontlrer 
buil'Ung wai In ruins.
